| Destruction of a Stable Brought Sor- 
row to a Poor Old Man Who Loved 
the Dumb Animals. 


Edward Johnson, with a frosty poll and 
@ bent body, finds himself at 60 years of 
age deprived of the sole object of his at- 
tachment. In a fire Thursday morning an 
old horse that Johnson had for six years 
almost lived with, was burned to death. 

Johnson is a hostler in the employ of 
H. Martin at 1931 Morgan street. At 2 
o'clock Thursday morning a fire broke out 
in a frame shack in the rear of Martin's 
place, destroying it and burning two horses. 

One of these, a scrawny, raw-boned 
beast, and like its keeper, well along on 
the road to decrepitude, was the object of 
Johnson's affections. His death affected 
the old man deeply. 

It was the manner in which the death oc- 
eurread that added poignancy to Johnson's 
grief. Roused from sleep by the alarm 
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Two-year-old CarrieBrandhorst swallowed 
a large quantity of a powerful concoction, 
of which carbolic acid was the principal 
ingredient, Wednesday afternoon and the 
doctor says she may not recover from the 
effects. 

Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. William Brand- 
horst, live at 4915 .Alsace avenue. Mrs. 
Brandhorst had engaged the painter to come 
and repaint the walls of the kitchen. He 
was there with his pots of paints and his 
bottles, brushes, ladders and other tools. 

The painter kept on at his work and an- 
swered all her queries in a mechanical sort 


of way without paying tnuch heed. When 
he reached one corner of the room in which 
there was a shelf on which reposed a num- | 
ber of bottles of medicines he removed them | 
and placed them on another shelf that was | 
lower down.
